Th e plaintiff, William Arland TJs- 
aher, a gentleman farmer o f Eastwell, 
Galway, so ught, to o btain a decree o f 
nullity o f his mar ria ge with his wife, 
Mrs Mary Us*her. 
T h e petitio n was 
dismissed. 
He alleged that the mar riage was 
null and vo id o wing to the fact th at 
o nly o ne witness was present and th a t 
the marriage was no t carried o ut ac­ 
co rding to the rites and ceremo nies 
o f the Ro man Catho lic church o r ao * 
co rding to law. 
T he evidence sho wed that the m a r ­ 
riage to o k place o n April 24. 1910. 
lip 
to that time the petitio ner had been 
a Pro testant, 
while the respo ndent, 
Mary ('aulfleld, was a maid in th** e m ­ 
plo yment o f his mo ther. 
After 10 p. 
m o n April 24 Hie parish priest, the 
R**v 
Jo seph Faliy, w*-o t secretly to 
the ho use and was taken upstairs to 
u bedro o m. 
T here h<* received Mr. Ussher Into 
the Ro man Catho lic church, baptized 
him. and then perfo rmed the marriage 
ceremo ny 
be t w e e n 
Mr 
I'ssher and 
Mary Ctu'/leld. 
The marriage was 
kept a secret and a child wus ho rn lu 
January. 191*1. 
Justice Kenny held th a t the m a r ­ 
riage was valid. 
His lo rdship saLi It 
was clear fro m the evidence o f the 
Mo st Re v Dr. Gllmartln that in the 
e ye s o f the Church o f Ro me the m a r ­ 
riage was abso lutely Ineffectual, and 
th at the petitio ner 
and 
respo ndent

mar riages between Ro man Catho lics 
were go verned by the co mmo n law o f 
the land. 
They were In law uninflu­ 
enced by the decree o f the co uncil o f 
T re n t requiring two witnesses. 
'Ph*» intentio n o f the* parties t-o ho 
married was clear, despite petitio ner’s 
co ntentio n that it was a co ntract co n­ 
ditio nal o n their being married sub­ 
sequently In a mann er that wo uld he 
appro ved by the church.
